EDITORIAL. 


HIS June issue of The Keystone inaugurates its eleventh 
year of service to Southern clubwomen and Daughters 
of the Confederacy. The women of Virginia, North 

and South Carolina, Florida and Mississippi hold it as the 
expression in club journalism of their organized efforts for 
the uplift of their various communities, and, as their official 
organ, it endeavors to faithfully represent their ideals and 
to promote the interest of their great cooperative move- 
ments, offering in its carefully edited pages a record of the 
great movements, endeavors and achievements of their 
various organizations in as few words as possible so that the 


_ busy home-maker, the average club woman, may get at the 


“meat of the matter” in the limited time she has at her dis- 
posal for reading and recreation. Its pages represent only 
authentic information, for this is the basis of all good club 
work. Women can never get the real benefits of club affilia- 
tion unless they know about them, and how can they know 
unless they print and read an official organ? Printing is a 
necessary part of the work of every efficient organization, 
and through the printed pagesof “an official” organ the ran! 
and file as well as the officers gain suggestion and inspiration 
for work. The Keystone limits its printing to technical 
organization news because it cannot afford to print more; it 
does not enter the field of the general magazine, but is a tec! - 
nical journal intended as a meansof communication between 
women in all their cooperative, literary, civic, patriotic an¢ 
philanthropic endeavors; its pages are a meeting ground for 
many club experiences, and only in the past month the presi- 
dent of the Virginia Federation writes the Editor: “We 
have had letters from different States asking of different 
phases of our work, showing that The Keystone does dissem- 
inate the news of all good work.’ And so, we hope to stim- 
ulate achievement, develop high standards of comparison and 
offer an opportunity for womanly courtesies, and by so 
doing give information to the uninformed, courage to the 
disheartened and inspiration to the steady plodder in wo- 
man’s work. ‘These ideals are all being made possible by 
the generous and earnest work of the State managers for 
The Keystone, and by those women who read and use its 
printed pages. Shall we not continue with renewed energy 
in the coming year this effort for a handclasp among South- 
eri women in their altruistic endeavors. 


OSPITALITY is a virtue exalted from Biblical and 
classic days down to the present, and now, in this sum- 

er season, when so many federations have just con- 

cluded their conventions, it is a most timely topic for 
thought; for.in the past three months, hundreds of club- 
women have been either the recipients or dispensers of hos- 
pitality in no small degree. Hospitality is a talent which is 
regulated in a large measure by the material practiced upon, 
the guest,and this relation of hostess and guest is both recip- 
rocal and retroactive. The charming and tactful guest is an 


equally charming hostess, for she knows the best points in | 


the social game and plays to make them; while the selfish, 


thoughtless woman fails woefully as both hostess and guest. 


True hospitality gives more than board and lodging, service 
and transportation, and the guest who accepts this, obligates 
herself in many ways. The old Arabic ideal of hospitality is 
still held to by strong and noble natures; admission into the 
sacred precincts of a home is still considered by many a 
pledge of loyalty and friendship not lightly offered or ac- 
cepted, and, once accepted, binding to a high degree. Shall 
the 20th century woman in her eagerness for the general 
welfare of her clubs and societies proffer or receive hospital- 
ity which is of a baser type? Does the relation of delegate 
or official guest obliterate that other relation of hostess and 
guest? Is official hospitality in any respect less binding than 
the social hospitality one receives from congenial friends? 
If there is a difference, is there not a danger that this spuri- 
ous relation may help to destroy the higher social virtue, 
that official position and self-centered individuality may 
eventually destroy the spirit of hospitality? Have we not a 
noticed at times that this same official hopitality is introduc- 
ing into the modern woman’s life new and perplexing prob- 
lems? How these problems shall be solved depends upo:: 
the personal experience of each modern woman. 


ATERIAL, improvement in education is one of the 
great movements in the South today. Every 
effort is being made for a higher grade of material 

equipment in the public school system. The South Carolina 
School Improvement Association offers thirty-five prizes to 
the rural schools of South Carolina for the most decided 
material improvement made from November 1, 1908, to 
December 10, 1909. Five of the prizes are $100 each, and 
thirty are $50 each; a total of two thousand dollars in 
prizes. All rural schools interested in these prizes should 
communicate with Miss Theodosia Dargan, President, Dal- 
zell, S. C., before October 1st. Other Southern States are 
also in line with this sort of work and the rural school, the 
foundation of the educational system of the State is receiv- 
ing the careful consideration of the most advanced thinkers 
in education. 


ITH this issue of The Keystone the club year closes. 

The next issue will be the October one. The editors 

sail for Europe in July, and in those old woric 

centers hope to gain fresh inspiration for the pages of Tite 
Keystone. 


“THE PLAYHOUSE AND THE PLay” and other addresses concerning the 
theater and democracy in America, a collection of essays by Percy 
Mackaye, the author of the Canterbury Pilgrims and the Lincoln Cen- 
tenary Ode, is a most vital contribution to the study of the value and 
influence of the drama in modern community life. The addresses, “The 
Playhouse and the Play; The Drama of Democracy; The Dramatist as 
Citizen; Self-Expresion and the American Drama,” are given as deliv- 
ered on various occasions at universities and before literary societies, 
but Mr. Mackaye has added an enlightening “Introduction,” some “Ques- 
tions Before the Curtain” and “Some Comments” in conclusion which 
sum up the dramatic situation in a most helpful manner. He compares 
the handicaps of the dramatist with those of the musical composer in 
presenting his art to the public; maintains that the playhouse as an 


institution in American is a vital concern of the American people, that 


its reform can come about only by reforming conditions and believes in 
a subsidy for the drama to develop it as a national art and as a great 
power in the land. Clubs interested in studying the drama could find 
no better or more inspiring guide for a year’s work than this helpful

HE eleventh annual convention of the South Carolina 
Federation was held in Sumter April 27th to 30th, five 
officers, five chairmen of departments and sixty-one 

delegates, representing forty-four clubs, being present ; 
among these were three of the four ex-State presidents. The 
inorning sessions were held in the handsome new courthouse, 
which was beautifully decorated for the occasion, and the 
evening sessions in the opera house, which had been gener- 
ously lent for these sessions. The convention opened Wed- 
nesday morning with prayer by Rev. H. H. Covington, an 
address of welcome by Mrs. H. W. Beall, president of Sum- 
ter Civic League, and the response by Mrs. T. B. Hayne, 
Greenville. The president, Mrs. Burney, reported the work 
accomplished during the year, urging continued efforts in 
behalf of the Library Commission, making a plea for a 
stronger federation, speaking of the great benefits and stim- 
ulating influence she had received from attendance at the 
Boston Biennial. She made the following recommendations, 
which were adopted: The continuance of Library Day, and 
every club working for the Library Commission ; the creation 
of legislative committee:to meet in Columbia during session 
of legislature; establishment of a sub-committee on water- 
ways, under the civic department, and a sub-committee on 
food sanitation, under domestic science; more subscriptions 
to The Keystone and reading extracts from The Keystone at 
regular meetings; abridge chairmen reports for State year 
books, and the purchase of the federation pin. The report of 
the Boston Biennial, published in the October Keystone, was 
read by Mrs. S. C. Baker, Sumter, at request of the presi- 
dent. Miss Laura Drake Gill, chairman of the Educational 
Committee of the General Federation, the guest of honor, 
delivered an address on “The Meaning of the Woman's 
Movement,’ showing that women owe a service to the State 
and race as well as to family; that only 20 per cent. of 
women are wage earners, representing an average of 
four years, while ninety per cent. of men, averaging twenty 
years. She showed that women are taught to look upon 
marriage as a profession. She claimed that life means 
work, and that some form of work was necessary for 
woman’s happiness and moral well being. Miss Gill attended 
all the sessions and gave helpful suggestions for the educa- 
tional discussions. The Educational Department reported 
through its chairman, Miss Dargan, that thirty applicants 
for the State scholarships had been received and $75 col- 
lected towards the English Scholarship Fund. The con- 


vention endorsed her plan of having a committee of three 
clubwomen in each county to confer with a joint committeee 
from School Improvement Association for compulsory edu- 
cation, and her plea for a larger State appropriation for 
secondary education. The Domestic Science Department 
reported through its chairman, Mrs. Grimball, the forma- 
tion of two domestic science clubs, and commended the work 
of establishing domestic science building and department at 
the Memminger School, Charleston; a member of her com- 
mittee, Miss McGowan, Spartanburg, explained the courses 
included in domestic science. The Forestry and Civic 
Department through the chairman, Mrs. McKissick, made 
a plea for cooperation of the negro in civic improvement and 
anti-tuberculosis work, referred to Mr. Christensen’s plat 
for reforestration, and cutting shade trees; and Miss Olney, 
Charleston, told in detail the work accomplished in Junior 
Civic Leagues by the Charleston Civic Club. The sub-com- 
mittee on Health through its chairman, Mrs. Beall, Sumter, 
prepared a program on “Prevention of Tuberculosis” for a 
public open session the night before the convention opened, 
when addresses on this subject were made by Dr. S. C. 
Baker, Sumter, and Dr. C. E. Minor, Asheville, N. C., vice- 
president National - Anti-Tuberculosis Association. Mr. 
Routzahn, director of National Tubercilosis Exhibit, gave 
an instructive talk, illustrated with practical stereopticon 
views. The gallery of the opera house had been reserved for 
negroes, and it was gratifying to notice a number present. 
A part of the National Exhibit had been secured and was 
displayed in a room in the courthouse, open to all delegates 
during the week. The convention requested the chairman 
of civics to formulate a petition in regard to the unsanitary 
condition of coaches and Pullman cars. In the absence of 
Mrs. Nichols the Library Department report was read by 
Mrs. Booth. The convention endorsed the chairman’s 
recommendation that the library commission bill should be 
published in every county paper and worked for again next 
year. Library Day will be observed again and books col- 
lected on the club’s reciprocity day. 

The Atlantic Coast Line and Seaboard Air Line were 
thanked for their courtesy in giving free transportation for 
libraries. Mrs. McKissick reported $970.91 in bank for 
the Boys’ Industrial School, the Federation endorsed her 
plan of a committee of three to report to thé executive com- 
mittee in January, who should then confer with the trustees 
as to investment of this Federation Fund, with exception 
of a certain sum set aside for Patterson Memorial. ‘The 
Reformatory opened November 4th, with sixteen boys; has 
132 acres, and the legislature appropriated $4,000 again this 
year. Miss Wycliffe, chairman of art, was absent and 
instead of an exhibit of arts and handicrafts, Mrs. Holden, 
formerly of Detroit, Mich., now of Tryon, N. C., spoke or 
the Value of Loan Exhibits to any community. The chair- 
man of Kindergarten, Mrs. B. A. Morgan, Greenville, was 
absent, but her report showed the work well established and 
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asked for support for the Kindgarten bill, which will be 
continued next year. The Literature and Reciprocity De- 
partment, through its chairman, Miss Louisa B. Poppen- 
heim, together with the chairman of the Music Depart- 
ment, Mrs. R. H. Gibbes, Columbia, prepared an interesting 
program for Wednesday evening in- the opera house, the 
second literary musical session given by the Federation. Of 
the nine papers entering the contest the successful ones were, 
“The de Medici,” by Mrs. H. H. Crossland, XIX Century 
Club, Bennettsville; Woman as a Factor in Present Day 
Reforms, Mrs. W. F. Humphries, the Woman’s Club, Gaff- 
ney, and Robert Burns, Mrs. Alex. Long, the Perihelion 
Club, Rock Hill. Musical selections were rendered by Mr. 
Schmacker, Sumter, Miss Alexander, Columbia, and Miss 
MacNeill, Greenville. The convention decided to limit the 
literary session to two papers and the music to three selec- 
tions, furnished by musical clubs in the Federation, and 
no encores. Clubs were urged to send copies of year book 
to chairman of reciprocity and to enclose postage when ask- 
ing for material from bureau. The club reports showed 
great activity among the civic clubs, and many clubs re- 
ported reading selections from The Kéystone at meetings. 
In the absence of Mrs. Silcox, the Recording Secretary, 
owing to illness in her family, Mrs. H. P. Lynch, Cheraw, 
acted as Recording Secretary. The reports showed 10 new 
clubs added to the Federation this year and 13 disbanded 
or resigned, making a total at present of 70 clubs. The 
Convention accepted the invitation of the Charleston City 
Federation to meet in Charleston in the spring of 1910. The 
following officers were elected: President, Mrs. W. B. Bur- 
ney, Columbia; Vice-Presidents, Miss Mary Waterhouse, 
Beaufort; Mrs. Booth, Chester; Recording Secretary, Mrs. 
H. P. Lynch, Cheraw; Corresponding Secretary, Mrs. E. 
F. Bell, Blacksburg; Treasurer, Mrs. Mitchell Levi, Sumter; 
Auditor, Miss Georgie Dargan, Dalzell: A very satisfactroy 
meeting of club presidents was held Friday morning when 
practical plans for welfare of Federation were discussed and 
the following chairmen of departements elected: Art, Miss 
Wycliffe; Education, Miss Dargan; Domestic Science, Mrs. 
Grimball ; Forestry and Civics, Mrs. McKissick ; Kindergar- 
ten, Miss Horlbeck, Charleston; Library Extension, Mrs. 
Nichols ; Literature and Reciprocity, Miss Louisa B. Poppen- 
heim; Music, Mrs. Cora Ligon, Anderson.’ Mrs G. FE. Gib- 
bon, Charleston, was appointed the Custodian of the Federa- 
tion badges and all clubs wishing to secure these emblems of 
the State Federation must communicate direct with Mrs. 
Gibbon, 97 Rutledge Avenue. 

The Sumter clubwomen entertained the convention most 
elaborately and most hospitably. The lucheons served by the 
Cultus Club and the Civic League in the spacious armory 


were beautifully arranged, every detail was most artistic - 


and showed the careful attention of the capable hostesses. 
The afternoon drives gave the visitors a chance to see the 


spotless town of Sumter, while the elaborate reception given ° 


by the Civic League at the residence of Mr. and Mrs. S. H. 
Edmunds afforded a splendid opportunity for the delegates 
to meet the townspeople of the “Gamecock City.” Sumter 
clubwomen proved themselves capable, executive managers 
and ideal hostesses.

Reciprocity Day by entertaining the Womau’s Club, 
Durant, for the day. The morning was spent at Mrs. 

FE. C. Coleman’s, the party having been driven frdm the 
station to visit the public schools. Lunch, prepared and 
served by the members, was a St. Patrick’s Lunch given at 
the home of Mrs. S$. L. Dodd. Tht afternoon was spent at 
Mrs. W. B. Potts’ residence where Civic Improvements and 
Compulsory Education were discussed by members of both 
clubs, special papers on club life contributing to a most 
successful program. 

CLEANING UP Day was observed by New Century Club, 
West Point, April 27th, the second one undertaken by this 
club. With the cooperation of the Mayor, City Council, 
Board of Health, the city street force, the principals of the 
public schools, the Daughters of the Confederacy and the 
entire negro population, the results were most gratifying. 
The negroes were aroused through printed circulars and 
through the local preachers, who announced the day from 
their pulpits and explained the purpose. Committees of 
ladies visited the entire city asking for contributions and 
assistance, promising to spend in each district whatever that 
district contributed. Over $40 was raised and before break- 
fast the ladies were out with wagons and workmen, each 
committee working on their special locality. The yards 
had been cleaned the day before and the main work was 
hauling the trash and cleaning streets. The school children 
did their work so thoroughly that it was impossible to 
award a prize to the best grade, and fifty cents was given to 
every grade to buy something for its school room.

How he meets his fate at the opera, the fad for 
butterfly chains, the mysterious fortune-teller all have a place in the 
unraveling of the mystery, and at last the owner is found to be the git 
he is in love with. A pleasing story for an idle hour. The decorations 
on the cover are in keeping with the story—a chain of silver butterflies. 
The illustrations, by Howard Chandler Christy, add much to the interest 
of the book.

HE seventh annual convention of the North Carolina 
Federation of Women’s Clubs was held in Raleigh May 
4-6th. The meetings were characterized by quick dis- 

patch of business and the discussion of broad subjects of 
interest to the federation and the world at large. The meet- 
ings were held in the historic hall of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, in the State Capitol, the President occupying the 
speaker’s chair... Mrs. E. C. Duncan, Acting President of 
the RaleighQWoman’s Club and State Chairman of the De- 
partment of Music, entertained the Board at luncheon, after 
which the Federation held its first regular meeting, with 
Miss Margaret Lovell Gibson in the chair. Deep regret was 
expressed at the absence, on account of family bereavement, 
of Mrs. W. S. Primrose, Second Vice-President of the State 
Federation and President of the Raleigh Club, and Dr. 
Delia Dixon Carroll, Chairman of the State Legislative 
Committee. The Corresponding Secretary reported an in- 
crease of seven clubs and 133 individual members. Mrs. 
Eugene Reilley, First Vice-President, gave a full and inter- 
esting report of the “Boston Biennial,” which was supple- 
mented by some “reminiscences of the Biennial,” by Mrs. 
J. L. Washburn, former President of the Minnesota Feder- 
ation. An informal account of the Council meeting in 
San Antonio was given by Miss Laura Drake Gill, General 
Federation Chairman on Education. The evening meeting 
was held at the Executive Mansion, with addresses of wel- 
come by Governor Kitchin and Mrs. John, and a response 
on behalf of the Federation by Mrs. R. R. Cotten. The 
President’s annual address followed, reviewing the work of 
the Federation and looking toward the future for a contin- 
uation and completion of that work. The evening closed 
with a reception giving the visiting delegates an opportunity 
of meeting Governor and Mrs. Kitchin and the hospitable 
people of Raleigh. 


According to the recommendation of the Directors, the 
convention decided to continue the effort toward raising 
$100 for the English Scholarship Fund; to keep the amount 
raised as a Normal Loan Fund, as a nucleus to which addi- 
tions may be made in the future; to establish a Health 
Committee to work under the Civic Department, and voted 
that the Forestry Department be changed to Forestry and 
Waterways Department. The report on Library Extension 
showed an increase in traveling and circulating libraries, but 
its main message was the glad tidings of the passage of the 
Library Commission bill by the last Legislature. Mr. Louis 
R. Wilson, of the State University Library, and member of 
the new Library Commission, spoke of the Library Com- 
mission, its establishment, personnel, scope, and plans for 
operation, and expressed his thanks for the.work of the 
Federation along library lines and a request for its contin- 


uance. According to the recommendation of the Chairman 
on Library Extension it was decided that the Federation 
hand over its libraries for management to the Library Com- 
mission. The report of the Education Department, pre- 
sented by Mrs. F. L. Stevens, dealt with the compulsory 
education bill passed by. the last Legislature, the effort of 
the department to bring about a closer connection between 
the home and the school, the raising of a State contribu- 
tion toward the English Scholarship Fund and of a Federa- 
tion Loan Fund, and of the scholarships obtained from the 
several colleges in the State for award by the Federation. 
Many of these scholarships are now being used, and the 
scholars’ progress reported gratifying. In this connection 
Miss Fries’ report on the Mrs. Stonewall Jackson Scholar- 
ship Fund was read. The amount at present on hand is 
$916.86. Mrs. R. R. Cotten, Chairman of the Joint Com- 
mittee of the National Educational Association in North 
Carolina, introduced Miss Gill, President of the Depart- 
ment of Women’s Organizations of the N. E. A., who ex- 
plained the object and formation of the Joint Committees of 
the N. E. A. in the States. Mrs. Cotten reported the special 
work of the N. C. Joint Committee—its concentration of 
effort on securing medical inspection and the introduction 
of household economics in the schools. Mrs. W. R. Hollo- 
well, President of the Woman’s Association for the Bet- 
terment of Public School Houses, made an appeal for co- 
operation in improving the sanitary condition of the rural 
schools. The Publication work was presented with a statis- 
tistical report of The Keystone. Federation members were 
earnestly urged to support by contribution and subscrip- 
tion, The Keystone, their official organ. Mrs. W. G. Rog- 
ers presented the Household Economics work, and Mrs. W. 
N. Hutt spoke of the educational work in this line that is 
being accomplished under the State Agricultural Depart- 
ment through the Women’s Institutes. The Jndiustrial and 
Child Labor report by Mrs. D. Y. Cooper showed continued 
effort towards the supporting and upbuilding of the Stone- 


_ wall Jackson Industrial and Training School, which has now 


become an established institution at Concord. The Litera- 
ture report recommended that the Federation comply with 
the request of Dr. Mims, President of the State Literarv 
and Historical Association, to cooperate through the Lit- 


erature and Education Departments with the Literature and 


Historical Association in arranging study programs for pop- 
ular use. The report on Forestry by Mrs. W. T. Cocke 


showed progress in this the youngest department of the 
Federation. 


One of the most memorable features of the day’s pro- 
gram—in fact, of the whole convention—was the address by 
Dr. C. W. Stiles, the illustrious biologist, on the conditions 
in the South as he has found them from a medical point of 
view. In particular he spoke of the prevalence of the African 
disease of hookworm, its cause and origin, its disastrous re- 
sults, and measures to be taken for its prevention and cure. 
Dr. Stiles impressed his hearers with the serious work to be 
done in bettering health conditions and inspired them with 
an earnest desire to take up the work. 

The second evening of the convention opened with a fine 
trio from Handel’s The Elijah, Mrs. F. L. Stevens, State 
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Chairman on Education, introduced the guest of honor. of 
the Federation, Miss Laura Drake Gill, who spoke on “A 
Woman’s Equipment.” In order to secure for herself and 
the community the greatest happiness and benefit a woman 
should in her youth be trained for some definite form of 
usefulness.: Miss Gill’s address was an inspiration to her 
audience. 

The clubs in their three minute reports showed considera- 
ble advance over previous years in the work accomplished,— 
the smaller clubs reaching out toward larger activities, the 
larger clubs increasing their usefulness through their varius 
departments. 

The courtesy of the floor was extended Miss Austen, of 
the Orthopedic Hospital of New York, who made a plea 
for children suffering from crippling diseases. The Conven- 
tion was _ also briefly addressed by Mr. Richard Battle, of 
Raleigh, who has done much in the cause of good govern- 
ment and the strengthening of all uplifting influences in 
the State.

Corresponding Secretary, Miss Camille H. Hunt (Lexington) ; Treasurer, 
Mrs. Alice Fields (Kinston); Auditor, Mrs. F. R. Harris (Henderson) ; 
General Federation State Secretary, Miss Gibson (Wilmington).

On the afternoon of Thursday 
a delightful reception was tendered by the Capital Club of 
Raleigh. The Seventh Annual Convention of the North 
Carolina Federation will long be remembered and will fur- 
nish its members with enthusiasm and inspiration for the 
year’s work.

HE Second Annual Convention of the Virginia Federa. 
tion of Women’s Clubs met in Alexandria, Virginia, 
May 19-21. The Cameron Club of Alexandria ten- 
dered a reception to the visiting clubwomen in the evening 

~ of May 19th at Lee Camp Hall. The hall was tastefuily 

decorated and Professor Padgett’s orchestra furnished 
music. Those receiving were Miss Helen Cummings, Presi- 
dent of the Cameron Club; Mrs. James R. Kyle, President 
of the State Federation; Miss Rosa MacDonald and Mrs 

Eleanor Washington Howard, officers of the Cameron Club. 

This brilliant reception was largely attended by ladies and 

gentlemen of Alexandria and the surrounding country. 

Thursday morning the Convention opened in Christ's 

Church with an invocation and address by Rev. William J. 

Morton, rector, who, after extending a cordial greeting to 

the Federation, gave a brief sketch of this old church which 

is SO intimately connected with the lives of both Washington 
and Lee. Mrs. James R. Kyle, President, called the meeting 
to order in the Parish Hall. Miss Helen Cummings, Presi- 
dent of the Cameron Club, Alexandria, welcomed the visit- 
ing clubwomen, and Mrs. A. B. Carrington, Danville, made 
the response. Greetings were read from Mrs. Moore, Presi- 
dent of the General Federation of Women’s Clubs; Mrs. 

James B. Perkins, President of the Congressional Club, and 

Mrs. Brooke, Secretary of the Seymour Club, both of Wash- 

ington, D. C., were present and extended greetings to the 

delegates. 

Mrs. Kyle made a practical address and offered many 
recommendations for work along lines of health, civics and 
education ; emphasizing the needs of rural schools and offer- 
ing suggestions for the betterment of public schools. At- 
tention was called to the great need in Virginia of indus- 
trial training for boys and girls, and as evidence of an 
awakening interest in such education, reference was made 
to the State Normal and Industrial School for Women at 
Harrisonburg, Virginia, which is to open next September, 
and a letter was read from the President, Mr. Julian A. 
Burruss, soliciting the interest of the women of the State. 
Mrs. Kyle called attention, also, to an effort being made 
to establish near Petersburg “The Virginia Home and 
Industrial School for Girls.” Miss. Katherine H. Stuart, 
Alexandria, chairman of the Audubon Committee reported 
the organization of a Virginia Audubon Society at Rich- 
mond, with large branches at Lynchburg and Alexandria. 
A letter was read from Governor Swanson, who as chair- 
man of the Conservation Committee of Virginia, expressed 
his approval of the work of Virginia women, and offered 
to render any assistance in his power. In the discussion of 
forestry, Mrs. John Moncure Conway, who came from the 
office of Mr. Gifford Pinchot, Chief of the National For- 
estry Service at Washington, gave an interesting talk on 
woman’s work in the conservation of the country’s natural 


resources, emphasizing the early training of children along 
the lines of the wickedness of waste and the economic value 
of the forest. The report of the Library Extension Com- 
mittee, Mrs. W. M. Strother, chairman, showed that this 
committee had presented a bill in the last Legislature 
asking for a State Library Commission and for the 
appointment of a library organizer. This bill will come 
up in the next Assembly, and will have strong support 
from the State Librarian. The recommendation following | 
the report asked that every member of every Federated 
Club in Virginia use her influence to secure the desired 
library legislation. Mrs. Taylor, chairman of the Reciproc- 
ity Committee of the Colorado Federation was present, and 
gave helpful suggestions in regard to Reciprocity. The 
evening session at Lee Camp Hall proved a most.delightful 
variation from routine work. Mr. Kenneth W. Ogden sang 
two beautiful solos. Representative C. C»Carlin gracefully 
introduced the speakers. Dr. H. F. Moore of the Bureau of 
Fisheries told of the formation and preservation of oyster 
beds. He was followed by Dr. T. S. Palmer of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, with an address on protection of 
birds, including an account of their wanton destruction. He 
referred to the work done by women in ‘Colorado and Cali- 
fornia in preserving game and urged the Virginia women 
to do the same for Virginia. Dr. Henry Oldys gave imita- 
tions and descriptions of bird music, and his interpretations 
of bird songs proved him to be an accomplished musician. 
The evening closed with an eloquent tribute to woman by the 
Hon. A. O. Stanley of Kentucky. Mrs. Walter Ruan, 
Bedford City, chairman of the Civic Committee reported the 
following work as part of the civic activities of Virginia 
women: Visiting nurses, settlement work. “clean up days,” 
medical inspection of the public schools and junior civic 
leagues. Papers were read from Dr. Ennion G. Williams, 
President of the Virginia State Health Commission, and 
Dr. W. F. Drury, Petersburg, asking the ccoperation of the 
Federation in the fight against tuberculosis and also for the 
care of defectives, claiming that the work can only be accom- 
plished through the directed efforts of women. Dr. Wil- 
liams says he and his commission stand ready and willing to 
go to any locality in the State to give lectures on public 
health questions. Any club wanting such lectures should 
communicate with Mrs. Ruan. The report of the Educa- 
tion Committee read by Mrs. D. W. Réade, Charlotte Court 
House, presented the conditions and needs of the Virginia 
public schools, and stressed industrial and compulsory edu- 
cation and better salaries for women teachers. Dr. Frazier, 
the field secretary of education in Virginia, was present and 
outlined the part that women could take in upbuilding school 
work. Mrs. Fred M. Beck, Lynchburg, chairman of ihe 
Committee on Industrial Education and the Home, gave the 
plan of the school fairs which have been inaugurated by her 
committee, and told of their efforts to interest the rural 


school pupils in agricultural pursuits and in domestic science 


by offering prizes for the best specimens exhibited at the 
fairs. This work has been successfully introduced into six 
counties. No other work of the Federation has brought 
such splendid results as has the work of this committee. 
The invitation from the Wednesday Afternoon Club of 
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Danville to hold the next convention in their city was 
accepted. 

The evening session at Lee Camp Hall was opened with 
charming solos by Mrs. R. F. Downham of Alexandria, 
and Mrs. Temple of Danville. 

The result of the election was as follows, seven ballots 


being cast before a president was elected.

Mrs. Kyle in a few words expressed her appreciation of 
the hearty support which had been given her and said that 
though at times she had felt the burden of responsibility, 
the work had been a pleasure to her, her vision had been 
enlarged, her sympathies broadened and her abilities devel- 
oped. She then presented thé gavel to her successor, Mrs. 
Carrington, and urged the women of the Virginia Federa- 
tion to be loyal to her. Mrs. Carringtor responded in a 
few earnest, appreciative words. At midnight the Conven- 
tion adjourned. | 

Saturday morning a party of delegates visited Mount 
Vernon, accompanied by Miss Helen N. Cummings and 
Mrs. E. W. Howard. The Regents were in session at 
Mount Vernon and gave the delegates a most cordial recep- 
tion. Saturday afternoon a number of the delegates ac- 
cepted the invitation, extended to the Federation by Mrs. 
James B. Perkins, to a tea at the Congressional Club in 
Washington. This was a very delightful occasion, affording 
an opportunity to meet many Congressmen and their wives.

HE, Hague Conference of 1899 and 1907 have interested 

all peace-lovers of the world. The United States, 

» with characteristic foresight, has seized the intervening 
years for most interesting congresses in preparation for the 
next Hague Conference of 1915, the first Congress being 


held in New York in 1907 and the second in Chicago, May 
3-5, 1909. 


The clearest thinkers, earnest, forcible speakers, of all 
races and with no sex distinction, devoted their best efforts 
to the subjects of the Conference. Tuesday afternoon, May 
4, there was a specially happy symposium, open to men and 
women, upon Woman’s Work for Peace, with addresses 
from representatives of the Congress of Mothers, Suffrage 
Associations, Jewish and Catholic Women, the Collegiate 
Alumnz, Women’s Trade Union League, various clubs and 
federations, and the General Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
a special address by Mrs. Lucia Ames Mead upon “Five 


Dangerous Fallacies,” and an explanation of her outlines of 
study. 


Perhaps the most interesting, if not the most instructive, 
session was the one devoted to the American ambassadors 


- from Germany, Sweden, China, England, Japan, Norway, 


and the address'by the Secretary of the Interior. To my 
mind the most helpful address of the entire session was the 


one by President Jordan of Leland Stanford Jr. University 
on the “Biology of War.” 


During the visit in Chicago as the guest of Mrs. Henrotin, © 
Honorary President of the Federation, your President was 
entertained at luncheon by Mrs. Henrotin, where gathered 
representative heads of all women’s organizations; at a 
charming reception by the Board of the Illinois Federation, 
Mrs. Everett, President; also at a breakfast upon first invi- 
tation of the Social Economics Club, Mrs. Thompson, presi- 
dent, where were seated five hundred representatives of the 
clubs of the State, and where we listened to most delightful 
addreses and bits of “gossip.” 


May and June are to be very full of club work, the trips 
being largely to State Federations. It is a source of regret 
that physical limitations make it impossible to visit all the 
Federations holding meetings during these months; but 
more and more you are realizing that the best work of the 
General Federation is accomplished by its committee chair- 
men and members, and you are asking them to come to you 
with their wonderful enthusiasm and plans of work. Con- 
sultation with them is worth far more than any other force; 
and you will find them willing, nay, even desirous, of doing 
their utmost. They will be glad to assist you with sugges- 
tions for the fall and for programs for next season.

Tur MEMBERSHIP CoMMITTEE G. F. W. C., chairman, 
Mrs. Sarah A. Evans, reports 22 clubs admitted to the Gen- 
eral Federation since January, 1909; Ohio leading with 7 
clubs. 


Tue Homg Economics Committee of the General Feder- 
ation has been trying to plan the work that it may be some- 
what uniform, although it will have to be in some degree 
sectional, as our States vary in the relative amount that has 
been done in our line. The work that we would like to have 
you do, is: 


Ist. To have Domestic Science taught in your public schools. 

2d. To have Home Economic books put in your city libraries. 

3d. To try and have your clubs have at least one program each year on 
this subject. 

4th. To have one session of your State Convention devoted to this 
subject. 

5th. If a session is not possible, you can at least arrange round table 
talks, when you take up various interesting phases of the work, in order 
to show the clubs what a thoroughly comprehensive and interesting sub- 
ject you represent. | 

6th. To arrange with your State Agricultural Colleges and Universities 
to secure from them people prepared in this line of work to talk before 
your conventions and clubs, and, if possible, to send out from them 
instructors who can give short courses in places where you may arrange. 

7th. To send in to me a record of your State speakers, work done, also 
members of your State Committee, that I may keep a record of whatever 
is done and pass it on to others who need this help.

Barrows of Teacher’s College for two months after March 
15th, for short course work and special lectures. If any 
club wishes these lectures communicate at once with Mrs. 
Olaf N. Guldin (chairman), 2306 Fairfield Avenue, Fort

THe Purge Foop CoMMITTEE, chairman, Mrs. Amidon, 
gives the special reasons why clubwomen should work for 
a uniform Food and Drug law in the several States. Uni- 
form food laws would enable manufacturers to use the same 
label wherever their goods are sold, thereby reducing cost 
of manufacturing, labelling and distributing food products. 

States with good pure food laws prohibit the sale of 
inferior and adulturated foods; but manufacturers may 
carry on harmful business using unprotected States as 
dumping grounds. With uniform food laws, legal decisions 
become universally applicable and much litigation is saved. 


THe HEALTH DEPARTMENT of the General Federation, 
Mrs. Rufus P. Williams, chairman, urges State Federa- 
tions to establish a Travelling Health Library made up of 
the best books on the prevention and cure of tuberculosis ; 
this library to be accompanied by pictures of outdoor life for 
the treatment of tuberculosis. The committee has prepared 
a model list of twenty-five books on the subject recom- 
mended by specialists. (This list can be secured from The 
Keystone on application). ‘These libraries moved by State 
Federations from place to place would undoubtedly arouse 
public interest in the subject. 


Tue Art CoMMITTEE through its chairman, Mrs.*®atti- 
son, makes a special plea for State Art Commissions and 
gives definite details as to how to form such a commission. 
(This plan can be secured from The Keystone as it is on 
file in the Reciprocity Bureau). Such a commission would 
have charge of open squares, grouping of buildings, removal 
or alteration of works of art owned by city, also control 
the selection of works of art, and pass upon designs of 
municipal buildings, bridges, gates, fences, lamps or other 
structures to be erected upon city land. 


THE CHAIRMAN OF THE Forestry Committee, Mrs. F. W. 
Gerard, urges all clubwomen to secure a copy of the publica- 
tion just issued by the government—the record of the pro- 
ceedings of the first conference of Governors of the United 
States, held at the White House last year. The volume 
contains all of the addresses made in behalf of Conservation 
of the Natural Resources, and may be obtained by writing 
to the member of Congress from the applicant’s district or 
to a United States Senator from her State. 


THE WATERWAYS sub-committee through its: chairman, 
Mrs. Wilkinson, Louisiana, asks each State Chairman of 
Waterways to appoint a committee of three, one of whom 
should look after the press work, one should appeal to the 
schools for interest in this movement and the third to work 
along the lines of civic improvement of the waterways. The 
report prepared by the chairman for the San Antonio Coun- 
cil meeting is on file with The Keystone and may be had 
on application.
